This most famous of 
modern bandits, the man who was known 
in every inch of French Algeria, and even 
along the boulevards of Paris, as the ‘‘Ter- 
ror of the Kabyles,” ard of whom ap 
Arabic phrase was current, ‘‘The hand of 
Areski is sure, his blade is long and keen, 
and it always finds the hearte of his enem- 
ies,” has met his death on the guillotine 
within a fortnight, inthe Algerian town of 
Azazga. 

The execution was notable, inasmuch as 
all of the ewarthy chief’s savage lieuten- 
ants were decapitated immediately before 
him. No less @ personage than Diebler, 
the.famous heademan of France, touched 
the button that let down the eshiving 
triangular blade upon these necks. A 
circle of Algerian horsemen surrounded 
the guillotine, The brilliant blue of their 
uniforms stood out vividly against the 
gleaming white sands. Each bandit was 
led with measured steps towards the 
‘widow, between twostout guards, habited

His men he spurred on by the hope of 
plunder, for whenever an old enemy of 
Areski was made to bite the dust the 
deceased’s wile and property went to the 
band. Asthe bandit king's murder was 
wholesale, the pickings, as they might be 
called, were extensive. Jn «stwelveemonth 
hekilled overthree hundred and titty peopie. 
On one occasion he led bis band to a village 
wherein lay several of his enemies who 
were ‘‘ on his little list.” He deployed his 
men 6o that at least one gun was trained 
upon every street. The villagers, being 
reduced to a state of desuetude, Areski 
sedately murdered, one by one, the people 
he had inview, burning their houses and 
destroying their goods. 


He managed to wipe every enemy and 
every relative of an enemy off the face of 
the earth; The life had fascinated him, and 
he became a bandit merely for plunder and 
excitement, No quarter of Algeria save 
the French cities was safe. Yet, curiously 
enough, his despoiling was confined entire- 
ly to natives. He never molested a for- 
eigner. In fact, so far as foreign intereste 
were concerned, he was an excellent police 
official, for there are instances when he 
saved the lives and property of Frenchm:n 
and Englishmen against attacks and depre- 
dations of other savage bands. 

A travelling Englishman had been met 
on the road by brigands, and his watch, 
valuabies and baggage stolen. The French 
officials were totally at ses. He wrote to 
Areski. It wae curious that while Areeki 
could never be found by the authorities, a 
letter adressed * Areski, Bandit, Algeria,” 
would always reach him. In this case, a 
week after the letter was sent, a messenger 
arrived at the Engliehman’s quarters, le't 
some packages and disappeared like a 
ghost.

THE ELECTRICAL CIRCUIT WILL 
SOON BE COMPLETED. 


Great. Britain's Plans fer a Great Sad. 
marine Cable frem Victoria, B.C., te 
Australia—-Gebdbling Up Islands ef 
the Pacifie fer Telegraph Stations— 
The Last Link im the Electrical Gir- 
dle. 

During the last half dozen years Great 
Britain has been quietly taking possession 
of group after group of islands in the South 
Pacific with the intention of atilizing the 
most suitable bits of land for telegraph 
stations on the great transoceanic route. 
The gobbling process has been carried on 
unobtrusively, but systematically. Protec: 
torates were established wherever it was 
not practicable to assume ownership. In 
1888 the British flag was raised on Kingman, 
Palmyra, Waechington, Fanning,Christmas, 
Dadoea, Reirson, and Penrhyn Islands. In 
the same year her Majesty, the Queen, 
took under her protection Ellice Island and 
the Phoenix, Union and Gilbert groups. 
She already had a protectorate over the Fiji 
Islands. In 1889 she took Suwaroff Island, 
and in 1891 Johnston Isiand, which isabout 
500 miles west of the south end of the 
Hawaiian archipelago. In 1822 Gardiner 
and Danger Ielands were appropriated. All 
of these islands and groups have been exam- 
ned with a view to determining their avail- 
ability for the purpose mentioned, 

ENORMOUS DISTANCES. 


The distances tobe traversed by th 
propoeed cable are enormous.

core being a bundle of twisted copper wires 
one-eighth of an inch through. Around th:s 
is gutta percha, outside of which hemp is 
wound. Finally, the exquisitely wroughy 
rcpe ie enveloped in steel wire. It is so 
etrong that a is @ rare occurrence 
In the depths of the ocean it w:ii 
lie for centuries without suffering ant 
injury. By observation of the resistance 
to the electric current the telegraph opera- 
tor on landcan locate a fault in a cable as 
far out as 2000 miles and within 500) yarde, 
20 that a ship can straight to the spot 
and rake up the yee or injured wire 
from the bottom. This work in great 
depthe is facilitated by an ingenious grap- 
ple, which will not hold anything smalier 
and will no; catch larger than the cable. 

When the earliest cables were laid regard 
wae had only for the contour of the bottom 
over which the telegraphic rope was to pass, 
But nowadays many other things are con- 
sidered in deciding upon a route. First 
and foremost is the nature of the bottom. 
Landing places are chosen: at points from 
which the insulated wire may runas quick- 
ly as possible into deep water, so as to 
avoid the destructive iodine of the sha.- 
lowe. In the latter aiso are accumulations 
of decaying animal and vegetable matter 
which produce injuriousacids. As haz been 
said already, the conditions for cable laying 
are admirable in all probability througnout 
the entire distance of 3860 miles from Vic- 
toria to Fanning Island.

ABDUCTION AND ROBBERY. 


Sensational Story Told by the Hon. Mra 
Gerdon — Entrapped inte a Strange 
House and Handeuffed. 

A despatch trom London says :—The 
sensational story of abduction and robbery 
recently told by the Hon. Mra, Gordon has 
been made the subject of a police inquiry 
It was proved that Mre. Gordon ie the 
widow of the Hon. Sackville Gordon, who 
went wrong and left Engiand. Hie subse- 
quent fortune was bad. He came nigh to 
beggary, and died holding the obecure 
position of a postman in Sydney, New 
South Wales. The inquiry developed the 
fact that Mrs. Gordon was the unnamed 
woman whose appearance in the Court of 
Chancery last December was chronicled in 
the cable dispatchesat the time. She then 
said chat she poseeesed £40,060. She was 
living apart from her husband. An inti 
mate friend of hers was an alleged Ameri- 
can named Ciamp, who subsequently went 
to Berlin, where he assumed the name ot 
Alexander.

Of eighty-nine cases 
treated in private bouses, six nad ao fatal 
termination, and there were three deaths 
out of the remaining twenty-five cases, 
which were treated in hoepitals. In a 
hospital at Altona antitoxine was used in 
sixty-three casea_henween Sept. J, 1894, 
and March 1, 1895. Eight of the patients 
died, so that the mortality was 12.69 per 
cent. In thirty-one of the sixty-three 
cases tracheotomy was required, but only 
three of these patfnts, or lees than 10 per 
cent. succumbed to the disease, This ie 
regarded as a remarkeble record for a 
series of cases of this kind. The anoual 
mortality from diphtheria in this hospital 
during the preceding seven yesre had 
ranged from 29.23 to 37.27 per cent.

ered the money.
